ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF  UKRAINE,  VOL.  II 
PUBLISHED 

Volume  II  (letters  G to  K)  of  the 
alphabetical,  five-volume  Encyclopedia  of 
Ukraine,  edited  jpy  Volodymyr  Kubijovyc, 
was  published  in  January  1988.  The 
800-page  volume  contains  approximately 
3,000  entries,  450  illustrations  in  black  and 
white,  3 colour  plates,  and  40  maps  (4  in 
colour).  Over  100  scholars  contributed  to 
the  Encyclopedia,  which  is  published  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press.  The 
Encyclopedia  is  produced  jointly  by  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  the 
Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies 
and  the  Shevchenko  Scientific  Society  in 
Europe.  Dr.  Danylo  Struk,  head  of  the 
CIUS’s  Ency/opedia  project  office  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  is  managing  editor  of 
this  ambitious  project.  The  remaining 
volumes  are  scheduled  to  appear  by  1992.

Essays  in  Modern  Ukrainian  History 

In  the  autumn  of  1987  CIUS  published 
Essays  in  Modern  Ukrainian  History  by  the 
late  Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky  (1919-84).  Long 
recognized  as  one  of  the  outstanding 
scholars  in  the  field.  Professor  Rudnytsky 
was  noted  for  his  original  interpretations. 
The  volume  was  edited  by  his  son,  Peter  L. 
Rudnytsky,  professor  of  English  and 
comparative  literature  at  Columbia 
University.  The  U.S.  edition  of  the  book  has 
been  published  by  the  Harvard  Ukrainian 
Research  Institute  and  is  distributed  by 
Harvard  University  Press. 

Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky  studied  history,  law  and 
international  relations  in  Lviv,  Berlin,  Prague, 
Geneva  and  New  York.  He  was  professor 
of  history  at  La  Salle  College  and  American 
University  in  the  1960s,  and  subsequently  at 
the  University  of  Alberta  (1971-84).  The 
collection,  which  brings  together  23  of 
Rudnytsky’s  English-language  essays,  ranges 
over  major  problems  of  political  and 
intellectual  history:  Ukraine’s  place  in 
Europe,  its  relations  with  Russia  and  Poland, 
the  development  of  a national  identity  and 
its  regional  variants,  and  conflicting  trends 
in  socio-political  thought.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  the  socialist  Mykhailo  Drahomanov 
and  the  conservative  Viacheslav  Lypynsky, 
whom  Rudnytsky  considered  the  outstanding 
Ukrainian  political  thinkers  of  the  modern 
era.  The  collection  includes  several 
previously  unpublished  works.  Taken 
together,  the  essays  present  a coherent 
view  of  Ukrainian  history  since  the 
seventeenth  century. 


To  honour  the  memory  of  Ivan  Rudnytsky 
at  the  university  where  he  spent  many  of  his 
most  creative  years,  a book  launching  was 
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held  on  9 December  1987  at  the  Faculty 
Club,  University  of  Alberta.  Introducing  the 
book,  CIUS  Director  Bohdan  Krawchenko 
thanked  all  who  contributed  towards  its 
publication.  Dr.  John-Paul  Himka  spoke 
about  Ivan  Rudnytsky’s  unique  contribution 
to  Ukrainian  studies.  The  launch  was 
attended  by  many  faculty  and  members  of 
the  Ukrainian  community. 

The  book,  published  in  a clothbound 
edition,  is  497  pages  in  length  and  is 
available  for  $39.95  from  the  University  of 
Toronto  Press  (address  provided  below).

Yarmarok 

In  the  fall  of  1987,  CIUS  published 
Yarmarok:  Ukrainian  Writing  in  Canada 
since  the  Second  World  War,  edited  by 
Edmonton  writer  Jars  Balan  and  the  late  Yuri 
Klynovy  (d.  1985),  a writer  and  editor  who 
served  for  many  years  as  president  of  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Writers’  Association 
Slovo. 

Yarmarok  is  the  first  anthology  of 
Ukrainian  writing  in  Canada  to  be  published 
in  the  English  language.  It  includes 
contributions  by  49  writers,  almost  equally 
divided  between  post-Second  World  War 
immigrants  who  write  in  Ukrainian  (many 
available  here  for  the  first  time  in 
translation)  and  the  Anglophone  progeny  of 
earlier  Ukrainian  settlers.  Virtually  every 
literary  genre  is  represented  in  an  array  of 
works  by  poets,  playwrights  and  prose 
writers. 

The  outstanding  Canadian  writer  Henry 
Kreisel,  university  professor  of  comparative 
literature  at  the  University  of  Alberta, 
comments  that  “The  anthology  is  likely  to  be 


a milestone  in  the  development  of  this 
particular  ethnic  literature.  Subsequent 
anthologies  will  be  able  to  measure  what  has 
happened  and  what  will  be  happening  in  the 
next  few  years  and  set  it  against 
Yarmarok .”  The  anthology,  352  pages  in 
length,  is  available  for  $24.95  from  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press  Distribution 
Department. 


Meetings  and  Farewells 

In  October  1987,  CIUS  published  the  first 
volume  of  memoirs  by  the  outstanding 
literary  historian  and  critic  Hryhorii  Kostiuk. 
The  publication  of  the  Ukrainian-language 
book,  entitled  Zustrichi  i proshchannia, 
coincided  with  Mr.  Kostiuk’s  85th  birthday. 

Hryhorii  Kostiuk  is  well  known  as  the 
author  of  a book-length  study  of  Panas 
Myrny,  of  countless  articles  on 
twentieth-century  Ukrainian  writers, 
especially  Volodymyr  Vynnychenko,  and  of 
the  influential  Sta/inist  Rule  in  Ukraine:  A 
Study  of  the  Decade  of  Mass  Terror.  He  has 
also  edited  various  works  by  Vynnychenko, 
including  two  volumes  of  his  diaries 
published  jointly  by  CIUS  and  the  Ukrainian 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  U.S., 
as  well  as  the  recently  completed 
five-volume  edition  of  the  works  of  Mykola 
Khvylovy. 

The  first  volume  of  Kostiuk’s  memoirs 
encompasses  the  period  from  his  childhood 
to  the  outbreak  of  the  Second  World  War. 
He  describes  his  literary  studies  with  such 
outstanding  figures  as  Mykhailo 
Drai-Khmara,  Mykola  Zerov,  Pavlo 
Fylypovych,  Oleksander  Biletsky  and 
Volodymyr  Derzhavyn.  As  a member  of  the 
literary  group  Pro/itfront  in  the  1920s,  he 
worked  closely  with  Mykola  Khvylovy, 
Mykola  Kulish,  Ostap  Vyshnia  and  other 
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prominent  writers.  During  the  years  of 
Stalin’s  terror,  Kostiuk  was  sentenced  to  a 
five-year  term  in  the  Vorkuta  forced-labour 
camp  for  “counterrevolutionary  activity.” 

He  managed  to  survive  the  depredations  of 
the  NKVD  and,  following  his  release,  settled 
in  the  town  of  Sloviansk,  only  to  have  his 
plans  shattered  by  the  outbreak  of  war. 

Kostiuk’s  engrossing  account  provides 
much  detail  unavailable  elsewhere  and 
constitutes  an  invaluable  record  of  Ukrainian 
intellectual  life  during  the  first  half  of  this 
century.  The  book,  743  pages  in  length,  is 
available  for  $44.95.

The  John  Kova/evitch  Col  lection 

In  November  1987,  CIUS  published  its 
sixteenth  research  report,  a finding  aid  to 
the  John  Robert  Kovalevitch  Collection  at 
the  National  Archives  of  Canada.  John 
Kovalevitch  (1896-1978)  was  a leading 
figure  in  the  Ukrainian  evangelical 
movement.  Born  in  Galicia,  he  emigrated  to 
South  America  in  1911,  then  returned 
briefly  to  Ukraine  and  reemigrated  to 
Canada.  Kovalevitch  settled  in  Toronto, 
joined  the  Ukrainian  Social  Democratic 
Party,  and  became  a delegate  to  the  first 
Ukrainian  Evangelical  Conference  in 
Rochester  in  1922.  At  this  conference  he 
became  the  head  of  the  Ukrainian 
Evangelical  Alliance.  In  1929  he  was 
ordained  a minister  of  the  United  Church  of 
Canada,  preached  in  various  cities,  and 
edited  the  newspaper  Kanadi iskyi  Ranok 


(Canadian  Morning)  from  1947  to  1958.  He 
published  more  than  200  hymns  in  Knyha 
khva/y  (1955)  and  a biography  of  Ivan 
Franko.  Kovalevitch  was  a long-time 
executive  member  of  the  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Committee.  He  visited  Europe  and  the  USSR 
in  1934-5  and  again  in  1969. 

The  John  Kovalevitch  Col  lection  was 
prepared  by  Wiktor  Holowacz  and  Myron 
Momryk  under  the  terms  of  the  summer 
internship  programme  to  catalogue  Ukrainian 
archives,  which  is  funded  jointly  by  the 
National  Archives  and  CIUS.  The  57-page 
finding  aid,  priced  at  $6.00,  may  be 
ordered  from  the  Canadian  Institute  of 
Ukrainian  Studies. 


Ukrainian  Serials 

In  December  1987  CIUS  published  a 
revised  edition  of  its  third  research  report, 
Ukrainian  Serials : A Checklist  of 
Ukrainian  Journals , Periodicals  and 
Newspapers  in  the  University  of  Alberta 
Library.  The  report  was  prepared  by 
university  librarians  Alan  Rutkowski  and 
Nadia  Cyncar.  Since  1983  when  the  first 
edition  of  this  report  was  published,  the 
Ukrainian  serials  collection  has  almost 
doubled  in  size.  Ukrainian  Canadian  material 
accounts  for  much  of  the  increase,  but 
there  are  also  rare  German  and  Ukrainian 
serials  published  during  the  Second  World 
War  and  many  other  titles.  Each  entry  gives 
the  serial  title,  call  number,  location,  and 
holdings.

Two  scholars  have  been  awarded  grants 
by  the  Stephania  Bukachevska-Pastushenko 
Archival  Endowment  Fund.  Dr.  Patricia 
Grimsted,  Ukrainian  Research  Institute, 
Harvard  University,  received  a $5,000 
award  to  assist  the  completion  of  her  major 
study  of  the  history  of  Ukrainian  archives 
and  manuscript  collections  and  of 
recordkeeping  practices.  Her  work  will  be 
published  by  Princeton  University  Press.  The 
other  recipient.  Dr.  Yury  Boshyk  of 
Toronto,  received  a $6,500  grant  to  help 
complete  a guide  to  the  archival  and 
manuscript  collection  of  the  Ukrainian 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  (UVAN)  in 
New  York.  The  guide  will  be  published  by 
CIUS. 

The  Endowment  Fund  has  also  provided 
$ 1,250  to  the  Public  Records  Office, 
London,  England,  to  obtain  photocopies  of 
archival  materials  dealing  with  Ukraine.

PETER  SAVARYN  HONOURED 

Peter  Savaryn,  former  Chancellor  of  the 
University  of  Alberta  received  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Laws  on  9 June  1987  during  the 
University’s  77th  Annual  Convocation. 
Before  his  appointment  as  Chancellor  in 
1982,  Mr  Savaryn  was  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  and  the  Senate  from 
1972  until  1978.  The  Senate  donated  a 
volume  to  the  Bruce  Peel  Special 
Collections  Library  to  commemorate  the 
awarding  of  the  honorary  degree  to  Peter 
Savaryn.  In  October  1987,  Mr.  Savaryn  was 
awarded  the  Order  of  Canada  during  a 
ceremony  held  at  the  House  of  Commons, 
Ottawa. 


MANOLY  LUPUL  AND  OMELJAN  PRITSAK 
RECEIVE  AWARDS 

The  May  1 987  annual  meeting  of  the 
Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies, 
held  in  Oshawa,  presented  Drs.  Manoly  R. 
Lupul  and  Omeljan  Pritsak  with  awards  for 
their  outstanding  contributions  to  Ukrainian 
studies.  The  awards  consist  of  a citation 
and  the  sum  of  $5,000. 

Dr.  Manoly  Lupul,  a founder  of  CIUS  and 
the  institute’s  Director  from  1976  to  1986, 
is  a specialist  on  the  education  of  Canada’s 
minorities,  multiculturalism,  and  the  history 
of  Ukrainians  in  Canada.  He  is  Professor  of 
Educational  Foundations  at  the  University  of 
Alberta,  and  editor  of  A Heritage  in 
Transition : Essays  in  the  History  of 
Ukrainians  in  Canada . 

Dr.  Omeljan  Pritsak,  is  Professor  of 
History  at  Harvard  University.  He  is  also  one 
of  the  founders  and  current  Director  of  the 
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Ukrainian  Research  Institute  at  this  same 
university.  Dr.  Pritsak  is  author  of  The 
Origin  of  Rus’  and  numerous  other 
scholarly  works. 

The  awards  were  presented  at  a luncheon 
during  the  convention  and  the  proceedings 
were  chaired  by  outgoing  Foundation 
President  John  Stashuk. 


1987-8  NEPORANY  POSTDOCTORAL 
FELLOW 

Dr.  Yury  Boshyk  has  been  selected  by  the 
Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies  as 
the  Neporary  Postdoctoral  Fellow  for 
1987-8.  He  holds  a B.A.  in  history  from  the 
University  of  Toronto,  an  M.Sc.  from  the 
London  School  of  Economics,  and  obtained 
his  doctorate  from  the  University  of  Oxford 
in  1981.  Dr.  Boshyk  will  hold  the  Neporany 
Postdoctoral  Fellowship  in  the  Department 
of  History,  York  University,  where  he  has 
been  appointed  Adjunct  Professor. 

He  will  prepare  for  publication  his 
dissertation  on  “The  Rise  of  Ukrainian 
Political  Parties  in  Russia,  1900-1907:  With 
Special  Reference  to  Social  Democracy.” 
The  work  is  a pioneering  study  of  the 
formation  of  the  first  Ukrainian  political 
parties  at  the  turn  of  this  century.  Dr. 
Boshyk  examines  factors  such  as  rapid  and 
uneven  industrialization,  which  contributed 
to  the  establishment  of  political  parties,  and 
assesses  the  impact  of  the  1906-7 
repressions  on  their  subsequent  evolution. 


BOHDAN  MELNYCHUK,  1922-1987 


On  17  August  1987,  Bohdan  Melnychuk, 
co-owner  and  manager  of  the  Ukrainian 
Bookstore  in  Edmonton,  died  suddenly  of  a 
heart  failure.  Scholars  in  Ukrainian  studies 
had  a special  affection  for  this  remarkable 
individual.  A visit  to  the  the  largest 
bookstore  of  its  kind  in  the  world  has  long 
been  an  essential  itinerary  item  for  visitors 
to  Edmonton,  and  all  received  a warm 
welcome.  Mr.  Melnychuk  was  one  of  those 
rare  enthusiasts  of  the  Ukrainian  book.  Born 
in  Dauphin,  Manitoba,  Bohdan  Melnychuk 
completed  high  school  in  Yorkton, 
Saskatchewan,  and  was  a member  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  during  World  War 
II.  He  was  active  in  many  Ukrainian 
organizations,  particularly  the  Ukrainian 
Self-Reliance  League.  CIUS  and  the  Ukrainian 
studies  scholarly  community  extend  their 
deepest  sympathy  to  his  wife  and  partner 
Natalia,  their  children  and  relatives.  The 
most  fitting  testament  to  his  memory  is  the 
fact  that  Bohdan  Melnychuk’s  family  will 
continue  to  operate  the  bookstore. 
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THE  UKRAINIAN  LANGUAGE  EDUCATION 
CENTRE 

During  the  summer  of  1987,  the  newly 
established  Ukrainian  Language  Education 
Centre  began  its  work.  The  Centre, 
established  through  an  endowment  by  the 
Edmonton  Professional  and  Business  Club 
continues  the  work  of  its  predecessor,  the 
Ukrainian  Language  Resource  Centre,  but 
with  a much  expanded  programme  of 
activity. 

The  Centre’s  first  major  undertaking  is 
the  publication  of  the  pilot  edition  of  NOVA 
1 , a new  Ukrainian  Language  Arts 
programme  developed  by  Olenka  Bilash. 
NOVA  1 is  currently  being  piloted  by 
virtually  all  the  Grade  1 Ukrainian  bilingual 
classes  in  Alberta.  In  addition,  Manitoba  and 
Saskatchewan  are  field-testing  certain 
components  of  NOVA  1 in  some  of  their 
classrooms. 

The  Centre  has  recently  signed  a contract 
with  Alberta  Education  giving  the  latter 
license  to  market  the  NOVA  materials.  All 
profits  from  the  sale  of  NOVA  materials  will 
be  placed  into  the  endowment  fund  for  the 
future  development  of  materials  and 
resources  for  Ukrainian  education. 

In  the  new  year,  the  Edmonton  Regional 
Office  of  Alberta  Education  will  carry  out  an 
extensive  evaluation  of  the  Centre’s 
resources  and  services.  The  evaluating 
committee  will  consist  of  consultants  from 
Alberta  Education,  the  Faculte  St.  Jean  and 
Edmonton  Catholic  School  Board,  the 
Centre’s  co-ordinator  and  teachers  from  the 
Ukrainian  Bilingual  Programme  in  Edmonton 
and  Vegreville.  The  committee  will  address 
the  following  questions:  What  needs  do 
teachers  of  Ukrainian  have  related  to 
learning  resources  for  the  bilingual, 

Ukrainian  as  a second  language  and  Alberta 
Education  accredited  heritage  language 


programmes?  What  should  be  the  nature  of 
the  Centre’s  collection?  How  can  the  Centre 
deliver  the  required  services  to  teachers? 

In  May  1987,  Dr.  Bohdan  Krawchenko 
described  the  Centre’s  activities  at  a 
meeting  of  Ukrainian  bilingual  programme 
parents  in  Lamont.  Similarly,  Ann  Biscoe,  the 
Centre’s  new  co-ordinator,  publicized  its 
work  in  Vegreville  (June)  and  St.  Paul 
(October). 

A new  catalogue  listing  the  audio-visual 
collection  at  the  Centre  has  been  published. 
Copies  are  available  from  CIUS  for  $2.00 
and  free  of  charge  to  educational 
institutions.  Many  of  the  films  in  the 
collection  were  received  from  Ukraine.  To 
provide  some  indication  of  the  nature  of 
their  content  and  suitability  for  classroom 
use.  Lew  Kurdydyk,  the  Ukrainian  consultant 
at  Manitoba  Education,  has  agreed  to  review 
several  films.  (His  findings  will  be  printed  in 
the  Summer  1988  CIUS  newsletter.) 


YEVHEN  BORYS  FUND  RAISING 
CHAIRMAN 

CIUS  is  pleased  to  announce  that  Mr. 
Yevhen  Borys  has  been  appointed  chairman 
of  the  institute’s  fund-raising  campaign.  In 
this  capacity  he  will  provide  prospective 
donors  with  information  about  CIUS’  work 
and  about  the  various  endowment 
programmes  at  the  University  of  Alberta.

In  1945-8  he 
headed  the  Ukrainian  Committee  in  Weis, 
Austria;  from  1962  to  1975  he  was 
president  of  Dempster’s  Bread  Ltd.  in 
Toronto;  and  from  1966  to  1987  he  was 
president  of  the  Patronage 
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Yevhen  Borys 


Patronage  of  the  Shevchenko  Scientific 
Society.  There,  he  solicited  funds  for  and 
promoted  publications  of  the 
Ukrainian-language  E ntsyk/opedia 
ukrai noznavstva.  As  co-executor  of  the  late 
Volodymyr  Kubijovyc’s  will,  Mr.  Borys  was 
instrumental  in  the  establishment  of  the 
Kubijovyc  Endowment  Fund  at  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies.  The  initial 
capital  of  that  fund,  $ 140,000,  having  been 
doubled  by  the  Alberta  government,  now 
stands  at  $420,000. 


YARMAROK  BOOK  LAUNCH 

A reception  to  launch  the  publication  of 
CIUS’  book  Yarmarok:  Ukrainian  Writing 
in  Canada  Since  the  Second  World  War  was 
held  at  St  John’s  Institute,  Edmonton,  on  30 
November  1987.  The  352-page  volume, 
edited  by  Jars  Balan  and  Yury  Klynovy 


(Stefanyk),  includes  literary  works,  in  a 
variety  of  genres  and  styles,  by  poets, 
playwrights  and  prose  writers,  and  is 
available  for  $24.95.  At  the  reception  Jars 
Balan  introduced  the  book  and  spoke  of 
Yury  Klynovy  who  died  in  1985.  Dr.  Oleh 
Zujewskyj  discussed  the  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Writers’  Association  (Slovo).  Poetry 
selections  from  the  contributions  of 
Edmonton-based  writers  (Oleksandra 
Chernenko,  Yar  Slavutych  and  Oleh 
Zujewskyj)  were  read  by  actresses  Karen 
Gartner  and  Lidia  Slabyj. 

Mr.  Balan  also  toured  several  Canadian 
centres  to  promote  the  book,  including 
Vancouver  (3  December),  Victoria  (6 
December),  and  Winnipeg  (10  December).  A 
visit  to  Toronto  is  planned  for  early  in 
1988.

The  Editorial  Board  of  the  Encyclopedia 
of  Ukraine  met  in  Toronto  on  12-19  August 
1987.  Present  were  board  members:  Drs. 
Oleksa  Bilaniuk  (Swarthmore  College), 

Manoly  Lupul  (University  of  Alberta),  Bohdan 
Krawchenko  (CIUS),  Arcady  Joukovsky 
(Institut  National  des  Langues  et  Civilisations 
Orientates,  Paris  and  Shevchenko  Scientific 
Society,  Sarcelles)  and  Danylo  Struk 
(University  of  Toronto  and  Managing  Editor 
of  the  Encyclopedia).  Mr  John  Stashuk, 
who  coordinates  the  Canadian  Foundation 
for  Ukrainian  Studies  involvement  with  the 
Encyclopedia  project,  was  also  present  at 
the  meeting. 


NEW  VICE-PRESIDENTS  APPOINTED 

CIUS  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Vice-President  (Research),  University  of 
Alberta,  and  under  the  direct  responsibility 
of  the  Associate  Vice-President  (Research). 
Dr.  C.  Robert  James,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Electrical  Engineering  at  the 
university  since  1974,  was  appointed 
Vice-President  (Research)  for  a five-year 
term  effective  2 July  1987.  He  succeeds 
Dr.  J.  Gordin  Kaplan.  Dr.  Brian  Scarfe, 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Economics 
for  the  past  ten  years,  was  appointed 
Associate  Vice-President  (Research) 
effective  1 July  1987.  Dr.  Scarfe  succeeds 
Dr.  Baha  Abu-Laban. 


The  main  topics  discussed  were  the 
completion  of  Volume  II,  the  appointment  of 
new  subject  editors,  and  plans  for  the 
completion  of  the  final  three  volumes  of  the 
Encyclopedia  by  1992.

THE  IVAN  LYSIAK-RUDNYTSKY 
MEMORIAL  DOCTORAL  FELLOWSHIP  IN 
THE  HISTORY  OF  UKRAINE  AND 
POLITICAL  THOUGHT 

A fellowship  in  memory  of  the  late 
Professor  Ivan  Lysiak-Rudnytsky,  the 
distinguished  Ukrainian  historian,  has  been 
established  at  the  University  of  Alberta, 
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where  Dr.  Rudnytsky  lectured  on  Ukrainian 
and  East  European  history. 

Professor  Rudnytsky,  the  athor  of 
numerous  scholarly  publications  on  the 
history  of  Ukraine,  came  to  the  University 
of  Alberta  in  1971.  He  was  the  first  to 
develop  Ukrainian  history  as  a subject  of 
study  at  the  university  and  was  a founder  of 
the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies. 
When  he  passed  away  in  April  1984,  he 
willed  to  the  university  an  extensive 
collection,  valued  at  almost  $90,000,  of 
books  (some  3,000  titles),  rare  maps  and 
papers  relating  to  Ukrainian  history. 

The  Ivan  Lysiak-Rudnytsky  Memorial 
Fellowship  is  intended  for  first-class 
doctoral  students  in  the  history  of  Ukraine 
at  the  University  of  Alberta  during  their 
dissertation  years. 

Dr.  Alexandra  Chernenko-Rudnytsky, 
widow  of  the  late  Professor  Ivan 
Rudnytsky,  initiated  the  endowment  with  a 
donation  of  $ 10,000.  This  donation  was 


matched  two-to-one  by  the  Alberta 
provincial  government.  It  is  expected  that 
subsequent  donations  to  the  memorial 
fellowship  will  also  be  eligible  for  double 
matching. 

The  amount  of  the  fellowship  and  the 
frequency  of  the  award  will  depend  on  the 
amount  of  funds  collected.  Candidates  for 
the  award  must  be  conducting  doctoral 
research  on  the  history  of  Ukraine  or 
Ukrainian  political  thought.  Candidates  must 
also  show  promise  of  producing 
high-quality,  nonpartisan  scholarship.

During  the  summer  of  1987,  Dr. 
Krawchenko  spent  one  month  at  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  in  Kiev  as  part  of  the 
Canada-USSR  Academic  exchange 
programme  sponsored  by  the  Department 
of  External  Affairs,  Government  of  Canada 
and  administered  by  the  Association  of 
Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada. 

In  October  Dr.  Krawchenko  presented  a 
seminar  at  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  on  “Glasnost  in  Ukraine.”  In 
November  he  gave  a paper  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  American  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Slavic  Studies  in 
Boston,  on  “A  Social  Profile  of  the 
Orthodox  Clergy  in  Russian-Ruled  Ukraine 
before  the  Revolution.”

In  October  1987,  Dr.  Krawchenko 
participated  in  the  National  Forum  on 
Post-Secondary  Education  held  in  Saskatoon 
and  sponsored  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  In 
November  he  spoke  as  a representative  of 
Alberta  Parents  for  Ukrainian  Education  on 
the  Ukrainian  bilingual  programme  at  the 
Third  National  Conference  on  Multicultural 
and  Intercultural  Education,  sponsored  by 


the  Secretary  of  State  and  held  in 
Edmonton.

On  3 September  1987,  Dr.  Marples 
presented  a paper  on  “The  Political  and 
Economic  Repercussions  of  the  Chernobyl 
Disaster”  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Political  Science  Association  in 
Chicago.  On  7 November,  he  spoke  on

In  October-November  1987,  Dr.  Marples 
was  a member  of  the  World  Media 
Association’s  “1987  Opinion  Leaders  Tour 
of  the  Soviet  Union,”  in  Moscow, 

Samarkand  and  Leningrad.  The  group  held 
meetings  with  the  Soviet  Ministry  of 
Defense,  Novosti  Press  Agency,  /zvestiia, 
the  Association  of  Political  Scientists,  the 
Leningrad  City  Soviet,  and  various  Soviet 
journalists.  It  also  participated  in  press 
conferences  held  by  the  Soviet  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs  and  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  of  the  USSR.  During  the  trip.  Dr. 
Marples  was  interviewed  by  local  journalists 
in  Samarkand  and  invited  to  give  his 
appraisal  of  the  changes  in  Soviet  society. 

Dr.  Marples  gave  a talk  on  “Perestroika 
and  the  Economy”  at  the  Pribaltiiskaia  Hotel 
in  Leningrad,  USSR,  on  4 November.  On  22 
November,  he  gave  a lecture  based  on  his 
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book  Chernobyl  and  Nuclear  Power  in  the 
USSR  to  the  Ukrainian  Community  Society 
of  Ivan  Franko  in  Vancouver.  On  4 
December,  he  delivered  a seminar  at  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies 
entitled  “Ukrainian  Industry  Under 
Shcherbytsky:  Temporary  Stagnation  or 
Irreversible  Decline?”
